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SCIENCE AND THE NATIONAL DEFENSE 


Recently we have: read several articles in nationa! y 
recognized publications, pointing up this country’s eryi 
need for more and more scientific brainpower, to coml 
our potential enemy’s apparent superiority in milita ‘y 
manpower. It seems that quite a few individuals, b« 
civilian and of the military, have become conscious of ¢ 
past and present mistakes in the use of our brainpower, t 
the point where they are at last voicing their opinio 
loudly and publicly, in an effort to save us from what w: 
might become a national disaster. 

It is most encouraging to see these public manifes ¢ 
tions of concern since neither the President nor the C« 
gress seem to have yet developed sufficiently strong fi 
ings in the matter to take positive action. Perhaps 
pressure of public opinion may soon bring us to the po 
where strong steps will be taken to correct a long exist 
unhealthy situation. The indiscriminate drafting and 
signment to duty of men equipped with the technical tra 
ing so vitally necessary to us today must stop. 

Most of the responsibility for prompt correction 
with government and the military, but unless backed 
strong public understanding and support the requi 
action, particularly on the part of government, may 
soon be forthcoming. Obviously the whole matter is loa«« 
with political dynamite, and its fair and equitable solut 
is not going to be easy. Anything hat smacks of discri 
nation in the administration of Selective Service cannot 
tolerated politically. 

We believe however that the solution lies in an int 
sive effort to educate the public so they may fully ap] 
ciate the needs of the country in the order of their imp: 
ance. Possibly the first step should be to disabuse the p 
lic mind of the great American myth that we are, by s 
divine right, superior, technologically, to the rest of 
world. Nothing could be more misleading and the soo 
Mr. Average Man is taught that the ability to mass ] 
duce and market refrigerators, washing machines and si 
lar devices does not necessarily indicate technological 
periority in the real sense of the word, the closer shall

PRODUCTION MAINTENANCE -- A PROGRAM 
FOR INDUSTRIAL MOBILIZATION

The times are putting American industry to the t 
with the double-barreled job of production for defer 
rearmament and production to meet unprecedent 
civilian needs. They ask the seemingly impossible — m« 
production when capacity has already been reached. 

And the possibilities for expansion that were pres: 
in 1940, when the nation began arming for the sec 
world war, do not exist today. At the present time, « 
ployment is virtually at its peak, and with the armed s 
vices requiring additional thousands of young men : 
women, there are likely to be fewer people, rather t! 
more, to man the industrial front. Without additio 
employees, plant expansion is meaningless. And, for 
extra complicating factor, capital equipment is increasi 
ly hard to obtain. 


With the need becoming greater every day, 
nation’s industries must seek new ways of using w 
they already have to create extra production. They m 
get the most from every machine in the shop, using it 
its fullest potential. And they must employ every me 
at their command to remove existing barriers to achi 
ing maximum production. 


One of these means is the establishment of an effect 
maintenance program to keep equipment performing a 
was designed to perform — and, in effect, as it has seld 
performed before. Management has in many cases p 
lip service to the importance of the job being done by 
maintenance man in helping to keep equipment in g 
working order. But too often the job of maintenance 
looked upon as a necessary evil — something to be «: 
only when the occasion arises. 

This negative attitude has failed to recognize in m: 
tenance its positive productive potential. For, prop: 
handled, maintenance can be a constructive factor 
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increasing productive output. Looked at in this way 
maintenance takes on new significance, as an answer t 
the nation’s industrial mobilization needs. More tha 
routine preventive maintenance, it becomes, truly, pr¢ 
ductive maintenance, capable of creating added outm 
without additional machines. 


Believing that productive maintenance offers manag 
ment a new tool for extending production capacity beyol 
existing limits, not just keeping those limits as they stan 
the General Electric Company has developed a Producti 
Maintenance program that can be applied to virtual 
every type of industry in the country. This progra:

scheduled intervals. Rebuilding and  wmodernizi 
machines during time of planned outage is done read 
with parts from an adequate stock of mechanical a 
electrical spare parts. These basic points are expanded 
subsequent paragraphs. 

Management must provide for an adequate staff 
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tien—one of the many 
tests to assure the high qual- 
ity of J-M short fibres.

sufficient to face up to the facts of the situation, and mu 
provide tools and instruments as modern and function 
as those supplied production crews. With the men, too! , 
and money it needs, Productive Maintenance is ready 
go to work. Since the goal is to get the most out of t 
machines in the plant, it is necessary to know the wo1 
of every machine to the plant, how it is expected to pi 
form, and how much attention it demands from the ma 
tenance man. For this purpose, a card index system, 1 
cording brief biographies of every piece of equipment, 
kept for handy reference. 

The card index system is an invaluable aid in the di 
to-day, routine maintenance measures that are, of cou 
a vital part of the Productive Maintenance Program. ‘1 
machine biographies guide workers in carrying out p 
ventive maintenance projects, such as periodic inspectio 
routine cleaning, bearing maintenance, varnish tre 
ments, oiling and the like. Such preventive measures 
common enough in most companies. In a Product 
Maintenance Program, however, they are conducted un 
a fixed plan. With the card index as the record of p 
procedures, a definite schedule for periodically handl 
preventive problems can be readily worked out and 
hered to, with a minimum of time and effort. 

Important as the preventive activities are, they 
capable, as the term implies, only of preventing machi ies 
from doing less than they usually do. But the aim 
productive maintenance is added production, surpass 
the limits of output that are already achieved. This mea 
in effect, getting machines to work more. Since they 
ready are scheduled for use to the fullest, extra out 
ean be gained only by minimizing their normal tim: 
out from scheduled use for major repairs and overhauli 

Here is the heart of the Productive Maintenance i: 
— to overcome as far as possible unscheduled breakdow 
of equipment causing delays in production, often w! 
they are least expected or can least be tolerated. By p 
viding for a system of planned outages — planned in 
vance for the time when the machines can be taken « 
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of service for the shortest possible time — the stoppag 
will least affect total output and other operating units i 
the plant. 


Everyone knows the pitfalls of unscheduled brea 
downs. Primarily, they mean the loss of production - 
the loss of vital units coming off the line hour by hour 
that can never be regained under today’s conditions 
around-the-clock operation with little time left over | 
picking up lost ground. In the integrated plant, where o 
operation depends closely upon many others, a whole p 
duction line can be shut down by failure of one criti 
unit. 


Other serious consequences ean result from unplam 
shutdowns, not the least of which is the cost of lal 
involved. To gain speed in repairing the broken machi 
maintenance crews must often work overtime at 0\ 
time pay. And they are frequently hampered in th 
work by shortages of materials and replacement parts 
both of which serve to prolong the delay and lower out} 


Done as rapidly as possible, unscheduled repair w 
still means lost manhours. Production men are for 
to stand around idle. In situations where layoffs 
necessary, the company risks the permanent loss of « 
ployees. When this happens, the company, after the sl 
down machine is back in operation, may be forced to | 
new employees who must be trained — and this train 
again means lessened productivity. All in all, the 
scheduled breakdown causes labor, time, and mo) 
losses — which can be avoided thru the planned out 
phase of a Productive Maintenance program. 

For the planned outage is designed to replace, 
far as possible, the unscheduled breakdown by tak 
the machine briefly out of service for a thoro, time- : 
production-saving repair job before it reaches the p: 
where it might break down of its own accord. To do 1 
effectively, a complete, systematic survey is first ¢ 
ducted—of the plant and how it operates, of the eq 
ment, and the role of each machine in relation to 
others. Broad in scope, the survey thus analyzes, f 
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of all, the entire operation of the plant. It then deter 
mines which equipment is the most critical, which car 
ries the heaviest loads. -It goes on to list machines an 
units in the order of their vulnerability, noting the condi 
tion of each—its age, state of repair, severity of duty 
and similar factors that will enter into determining th 
desirability of additional repair and the kind of mair 
tenance required. On the basis of this survey, recon 
mendations can be made for a sound, overall planne: 
outage program, and the means can be devised for han 
ling it with a minimum of interruptions to the norm: 
production schedule. 


Since productive maintenance is a long-range, ¢o1 
tinuing program, not everything can be done at one tim 
The program is, rather, realistic and economical in oper 
tion, designed to tackle first things first. Even if t! 
plant had the money to do everything that needed doing : 
once, it would be self-defeating in stopping producti 
altogether. 


The equipment survey in the productive maintenan 
program serves to remove the guesswork from maint 


nance. Because of the total picture that it gives, oth 
important improvements can be made at the time of t! 
planned stoppage, improvements that might have neces 
tated stoppages of their own were they allowed to wa 
unattended. 


Included as an important part of the equipment su 
vey is the recommendation it gives for stocking an ad 
quate supply of needed renewal parts. By being able 
look far enough ahead, by pre-planning the replaceme) 
parts aspects of maintenance, the problems of delive: 
delays and temporary unavailability can be largely ov: 
come. This foresight, too, can pay off in terms of less 1 
pair-time delay and consequently added production. 

The need for inereased production thru industry 
great—and setting up a far-reaching Productive Maint 
nance program to achieve that added output should n 
wait. Recognizing this, the General Electric Company h: 
taken active steps to help maintenance men make mai 
agement aware of the true value of Productive Mainte!

RESTORATION OF BOILER NUMBERS 
LOST BY CORROSION 

Corrosion has a way of affecting metal in the m« 
annoying manner, at any time, but particularly when 
obliterates the identification numbers on a boiler she 
This occurred recently on the boiler of a crane. It w 
known to have identification in it but this could not 
proved since it was illegible. Without proper identific 
tion the licensing authorities were unable to start th 
inspection. 

At this point Sam Tour & Co., Ine., Consulting E 
gineers and Metallurgists, were called upon. The boil 
insulation was removed from around the area at whi 
the numbers were thought to exist, this area was clean 
and then given an acid ecthing treatment. The numbers | 
came clearly legible and disclosed that the boiler had be 
inspected in three different years, that it carried 
National Board serial number and also an Americ 
Society of Mechanical Engineers number. 

This information satisfied the inspection and inst 
ance authorities and a license was granted.

Report from the Association Mineral Italiana 


The production of asbestos in Italy both fibre and powde 
shows a marked increase from 1945 on. 

During the year (1950) 21,400 tons were produced, of whic 
20,175 were obtained from Soc. Cave di S. Vittore, with mine 
and mi)] in the town of Balangero (Turin), and the balance w: 
from smaller operators in Val Malenco and Val d’Aosta. T) 
total production is more than triple that of 1938 and over 35 
that of 1949. For the present year there is foreseen a final i 
crease of about 30%. The extraction of asbestos has increas 
greatly in Italy during recent years. 

The Italian production of asbestos, the greater part of whi 
is chrysotile, comprises the domestic demand for medium fib: 
the greater quantity being in short fibre and powder, but 1 
a sufficient quantity of long fibre. This has promoted t 
development of the manufacture of asbestos and asbest: 
cement, largely for export, for which a regular market has be ' 
assured for the raw material. 

While in 1948 and 1949 exports have been above imports 
1950, to the extent of 2,886 tons exported to different countr 
of Europe and to the United States, imports principally fr 
South Africa and Canada amounted to 6,265 tons, which w 
probably be about the safe figure for the present year. 7): 
possibilities for exports have been and still are good, but 
ports to foreign countries have been limited in order to m 
the domestic demand. The sales prices for domestic use ; 
lower than those of same grades of imported asbestos. 

The importation of asbestos is exempt from Custom D 
at the border.
